Claims 1, 5-18, 20-21, 23-24, and 30 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's arguments, filed 9/1 1/2008, with respect 
for the reference of McGahay teaching the monitoring of a mark element in the exhaust 
gas, and in no way suggests analyzing anything other, such as applicants claimed 
component material, has been fully considered and persuasive. Further, prior art fails to 
disclose or suggest a method of monitoring status of a system component in a 
processing system for semiconductor substrates, wherein the reactant gas is capable of 
etching the system component to form an erosion product which is monitored during the 
process and the process is stoped when the monitoring indicates the release of a 
threshold value of the erosion product.
